We believe the impetus given to joint stock 
vilm ||*Mterprises to be beneficial and healthy; we believe that it 
iB | vill go much further than its most sanguine promoters now 
jMagine ; but we also think that, like all new benefits, it may 

easily be changed into a new evil, and that, in matter of fact, 
‘ome evil which may be distinctly specified is already being 
produced by it. 


First, let us glance at the recent facts. It is appears from 
the carefully-classified statement which will be found in the 
plement to the Economist of Feb. 20, that in the year 
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made, is to be turned into a joint stock company. There is 
no new capital wanted for that, The goods in the warehouse, 
and the debts which used to belong to an unlimited partner- 
ship of few members now belong to a limited partnership with 
many members, but the resources of the country are not 
trenched upon by the transfer. It is. as much a sale as if 
the purchaser were a new private partnership—as if the 
firm ceased to be Morrison and Co., and became Jones and Oo, 

It is evident, then, that the mere size and multitude of these 
companies need not appal us: we have capital for a vast number 
more if they will be profitable. But will they be profitable ¢ 

We are disposed to lay down that every business 
requiring a large capital may be carried on profitably by a 
limited company ; not as profitably as by a single man of great 
ability, but as profitably as by a large private partnership,

The interests of the managers of a well-regulated company 
in the business of the company, may be made as close and 
intimate as the interest of the active members of a private 
partnership: neither will have the whole profits of the 
business, but both may have a considerable share of them. 
A company where a fair number—four or five of the directors 
—really attend to the business—really govern and superintend 
it—is satisfactorily constructed. The working partners in a 
large private partnership are the same sort of executive, only 
they have asmaller number of constituents to appoint and 
watch them. The sleeping partners in a limited company are 
more numerous, but in many most successful private concerns 
such partners are more numerous than the working partners. 


Most of the objections which are now urged against other 
joint stock enterprises, were urged with equal force thirty 
years ago against joint stock banking. It was said, and by 
hich authorities, “Banking is a trade of great detail, to 
“‘ which the officers of no joint stock company will attend ; 
“ it is a trade of great delicacy ; it depends on the opinions 
“‘ which the banker forms of the means and solvency of many 
“ persons‘of whom he knows but little, and for which opinions 
“he can rarely give conclusive reasons ; a board of directors 
“ must decide upon reasons, and, therefore, it is unfit to 
“manage a trade in which reasons cannot be given. The“ 
‘* custody of money too,” it was added, “is a very nice 
“ matter ; a private banker has no temptation to bad manage- 
“ ment ; he can have no sinister interest—no motive to hurt 
“ himself, but every director of a company may be anxious, 
“ probably will be anxious to get a loan, to get his bills dis- 
“ counted, to get money in one shape or another for himself and 
“ hisfriends; hisfractional stakein thecompany will be lessimpor- 
“ tant to him than his entire interest in his private concerns ; 
“ without meaning to defraud, with the best intentions, merely 
“ from the natural partiality of man to himself, he will make 


“bad debts, he will waste the money of the company.” |

and yet it is a most successful trade—a kind of model trade. 
Why should the very same objections to the employment of

On the whole, therefore considering the vast magnitude of 
the country, that itsannuai exports of British manufactures are

that its internal trade surpasses calculation, 
its mere yearly saving, as near as it can 
surpasses 100,000,000/ ; considering, too, that public 
|companies are probably a fitting organisation for con- 
ducting much of that trade, it is scarcely possible to believe 
that the mere number of new companies, the mere invest- 


and extreme figures,—will bring us to ruin or will cause a 
panic. 
It is to be observed that the operations of companies, their 
| beginnings especially, are necessarily public, and that those of 
| private partnerships are for the most part secret. An enormous 
| capital is yearly embarked in private partnerships, but its 
investment attracts no attention; it needs no prospectuses ; 
it requires no list of Directors. The money which is so gained 
is gained in private, the money so lost is lost in private. An 
apprehension of danger is generated by mere publicity, but in 
itself that publicity is undeniably a benefit and a protection. 
We go even further: we say that a suitable and timely ap- 
plication of the principle of limited liability has a direct 
tendency to prevent a principal disaster of former panics. 
“A shrewd observer” once said, in a time of anxiety, “I do 
“not care for your flashy upstarts : what I fear are the ancient 
“and respectable old houses,—those whom no one else fears.” 
And he was certainly right. The law, as it stood till lately,

We 
do not dread an over-expansion of our trade and commerce, 
but we do dread the possible effects of a vicious though in 
comparison small element, which circumstances seem now to 
be generating at the focus of finance,—at the very centre of 
the money-lending system.

THE AGREEMENT FOR A CONFERENCE. 
Tae Dano-German question is one in which the Governments 
of both countries—at least the Government of Denmark and 
the Governments of Prussia and Austria—are wiser than their 
subjects. The popular feeling, which in most cases is the best 
guide and warning of rulers, is at fault here. The Germans 
are so enthusiastic that they can form no due judgment of 
the rights and claims of Denmark ; the Danes are so irritated 
and impassioned that they can form no adequate conception of 
what is due to the wants and wishes of the Germans. 
Both nations are maddened by excitement, and it will 
be much if their Governments can restrain them within 
aay moderate and decent bounds. The peculiar posi- 
tion of the King of Denmark, has, we have before ex- 
plained, incalculably augmented his already great difficulties. 
He is a German, and he is brought in to fight with the 
Germans; he is known in the time of the late King to 
have advocated moderate and rational measures, and now 
he has to bear the first results of the extreme measures which 
the late King selected and which he opposed. The nation has 
jjthe misfortune of having a King opposed to the wilder 
Popular feeling—wiser than itself. The King suffers the 
greater calamity of being known and exclusively known to his 
jjSubjects as the opponent of the policy to which they are 
)jattached, and he has to endure this calamity just when he 
to adopt and act upon that policy. He inherits a scheme 
of action to which he objected, and he can hardly expect a 
/People, animated by attachment to that scheme, to treat him 

With loyalty and confidence. 

This is the ultimate reason of the tardy acceptance by the 
nish Government of the proposed Conference. The people 
think they can hold their own for a time at least ; they think 
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they can maintain their defence till the chapter of accidents 
aids them, till the German Powers quarrel one with another, 
till the French Emperor stirs on the Rhine, till some one of 
the countless changes of this complicated world may happen 
and help them. A statesman, of course, sees how weak the 
reliance is; he sees that Germany is determined and united 
on this question, if on no other; that it does not suit the 
French Emperor just now to trouble Europe ; that it may be 
years before it does suit him ; that perhaps it may never suit 
him ; that it is madness to continue a war against infinite odds 
in the vague hope that an unknown something may intervene 
at an unforeseen moment to assist and help. The judgment 
of the statesman is certainly right; but it is only with great 
difficulty, after long hesitation and with some inevitable mo- 
dification, that he can consent to act upon it. 

The Danish Government are now ready to agree to a Con- 
ference, provided there is no armistice,—provided, that is, that 
the Danish people shall not think that their cause has been 
betrayed, the war ended, and the ground of war relinquished. 
There are some minor difficulties of detail in adjusting the 
terms of an armistice, but on the whole the Danish people 
wish the war to go on, and therefore it does go on. Perhaps, 
when the Conference meets, it may be stopped, but even that 
is uncertain. At any rate, however, the Governments of 
Austria and Prussia, who are now, especially the former, 
anxious for some pacific arrangement, need not incur the 
voluntary guilt of unnecessary violence. They will be obliged 
to do a little, but they need not do more than a little. A 
Conference without an armistice is absurd in theory, but, 
perhaps, it may not be bloody in practice. —The Conference 
is, we believe, to be strictly bound by the treaty of 1852, and 
probably, under the circumstances, nothing better could be 
hoped, though something more attractive might very easily be 
desired. 


MR GLADSTONE ON THE OXFORD TESTS. 

In the division on Mr Dodson’s proposal, it is fair to assume 
that we see the commencement of a reaction from the high 
conservative policy of the House of Commons on Church 
Affairs. Last session the Bill of Mr Bouverie to exempt from 
the oath required by the Act of Uniformity the fellows of the 
various colleges at Oxford and Cambridge, and to leave it 
entirely to the responsibility of the various colleges whether 
to elect an orthodox churchman (say for their mathematical 
tutor) or otherwise, was withdrawn, because there seemed no 
chance of its being carried through Parliament. But the 
treatment of Professor Jowett by that enlightened legislative 
assembly, which it was the professed object of the 
Conservatives to protect againsh any taint of heresy, 
has had its natural effect on the House of Commons ; 
and a majority of twenty-two in the fullest House of the ses- 
sion passed, last Wednesday, the second reading of the Bill 
for striking off the theological test required by law from the 
candidates for the highest degree in Arts. No doubt the 
majority contained many—like the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer and the Home Secretary—who professed their intention to 
vote in Committee for a test for all those M.A.’s who wish to sit 
and vote in Convocation, in order to prevent the intrusion of any 
open dissenter into that body, but it is certain that last ses- 
sion the mere fact that the principle of the Bill left the ques- 
tion as to members of Convocation still open, would have 
ensured its rejection almost without a division. The Com- 
mons have learnt something by the recent vote of Convocation. 
They are convinced, at all events, that the strict enforcement 
of Church principles on the Universities, even if it be neces- 
sary, is not sufficient to ensure anything like fair and wise 
government. They are once more willing to open their eyes 
to the possible blindness, meanness, and obstinacy of which 
the most Conservative Churchmen are, let us say, capable, 
though surely not more so than any other Christian denomi- 
nation. ‘Till last week, the House of Commons had, for three 
or four years, appeared to think it its duty in Church matters 
merely to reiterate votes of blind confidence in Church prin- 
ciples, as the be-all and end-all of ecclesiastical or academical 
wisdom. 

But we think the House ought not to be contented with the 
compromise which it is obviously the intention of Sir George 
Grey and Mr Gladstone to support in Committee, though, if 
the Government throw their weight into the Opposition scale 
on that question, there is nothing to hope. At present we 
undersiand it to be their intention to assimilate the condition

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of Oxford as regards both academical degrees and government 
to that of Cambridge at the present moment. Mr Dodson’s 
Bill, which will simply repeal the imposition of any theolo- 
gical test on the commencing M.A.’s of Oxford, would, if 
nothing further were done, in fact empower them to sit in 
Convocation, which is at present the privilege of all Masters 
of Arts. At Cambridge, the degree of M.A. is already given 
without any test, but the Master of Arts is obliged to profess 
himself a bond fide member of the Church of England before 
he takes his place in the Senate, the body of which governs 
the University. This is what the Chancellor of the Ex- 


chequer and the Home Secretary wish to see also done at Ox- 
ford, while Mr Dodson and the more thorough liberals who 
supported him (like Mr Buxton, Mr Grant Duff, and, we 
believe, Mr Goschen), would be prepared to give the seat 
in Convocation also, without any further test, to all Masters. 
And we must say that this is what seems to us on every 
account the fair method of proceeding.

the National Church, and that anything which tends to dis- 
solve that connection, by admitting into the representative 
body elements foreign to that Church, ought not to be per- 
mitied. Now, what is the worth of this argument? Either 
it means that the maximum limits of heretical principles per- 
at all at Oxford should be those which are 
tenable without alienation from the Church of England ; or it 
means that the majority of the nation, or of that part of 
it interested in University education, ought to impose its own 
faith on the teachers of the great national seminaries. If it 
means the former,—then Mr Gladstone is inconsistent with 
himself, for he advocates the admission of Dissenters and 
Catholics to private halls in Oxford in connection with the 
University. He does not, therefore, propose to exclude the 
infection of (nominal) heresy from the University. He knows, 
as well as any man, thatthe young men at the University will 
discuss differences of principle going infinitely deeper than 
ithe differences between Churchmen and Catholics, or between 
Churchmen and Dissenters, or even between Churchmen and 
Jews. It is simply not possible to exclude the influence of 
|heretical opinions from Oxford, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer does not desire it. He even wishes to see other 
bodies besides the Church establishing Colleges there under 
the common roof of the University. 


But if Mr Gladstone means by the indissoluble tie be- 
|tween Church and University, not the exclusion of heretical 
opinions, but the right of the majority of the nation, or 
rather of those classes who are in any way interested in 
| Oxford education, to determine the religion that shall be 
taught there, we not only agree with him that this is ex- 
pedient, but do not see how it can be endangered by admitting 
'a Dissenter or two every year, amongst hundreds of graduating 
| Churchmen, to the privilege of a vote in Convocation. We have 
always maintained in this journal,—and we do not think Mr 
|Gladstone would deny it,—the right of minorities to a 
|minority-representation in any representative institution. 
Now, though Dissenters and Catholics and Jews, if there were 
any, evenif acting together, which would not be very likely, could 
not muster any appreciable voting force in Convocation, it might 
be important to them to havea voice in its discussions on 
questions of general education, and that voice might exercise a 
very salutary influence, from the very fact that it would be to 
some extent free from the disturbing effect of close personal 
|relations with the leading men of the University. It cannot 
| be injurious to the University to permit, what would probably 
not be one per cent. of dissent to get a hearing for its ideas 
and wishes on the subject of the training and discipline of 
the University. It would be a /resh opinion on many topics, 
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and would be a weighty opinion only if it found also 
adherents amongst the Churchmen. 

But Mr Gladstone will say that if you give any power to 
the Dissenters in the University, they may before long flock 
to it in such numbers as to revolutionise the Universit 
That would be principally a college question. If most of the 
colleges remain Church institutions it is impossible that the 
Dissenters can increase very rapidly. But apart from that 
supposing it should ever happen—it is highly improbable— 


many 


that more Catholics and Dissenters were anxious to avail | 


themselves of the University education than Churchmen—that 
Catholics and Dissenters crowded to Oxford in such hosts ag 
to endanger in the least the influence of the Church on Con- 
vocation :—does any one suppose for amoment that the nation 
would choose to deny them their voice in the religious ag well 
as secular affairs of the University? It seems to us that Mr 
Gladstone is in this dilemma. LEither (as is most likely) the 
graduates who are not members of the Church of England will 
be a mere handful, and then they cannot endanger the Church, 
while they can and may exercise a very salutary influence on 
general education,—or, they aay become a very large and 
weighty element in the University, in which case it will be 


only fair that they should have some sort of voice in deter. |} 


mining the training, both secular and religious. No one can 
imagine for a moment that if Parliament were once convinced 
that great crowds of Nonconformists had availed themselves 
of the national Universities, it would permit the religions 
authorities of the place to ignore such a fact, and so alienate 
a large part of the nation. That day is, no doubt, 
very distant, if it ever comes at all; but it seems to us

purpose ¢ 
THE APPARENT RESULTS OF RECENT FRENCH 
POLICY IN MEXICO. 

THE theory as to the character of Napoleon the Third accepted 
among intelligent men, is we take it something like this ; his 
ends are unchangeable, but he changes the means he employs 
with every fluctuation in events. That theory, which is sub- 
stantially true, has been very often expressed in these columns, 
but we are bound to admit it is subject to certain limitations. 
Usually flexile, there is every now and then in the action of 
Napoleon the Third a certain cold persistence, a determination 
which seems to spring from mental conviction, a resolve 





extending to details, which belongs naturally rather to an 
aristocratic Government than to one which is guided by a 
personal will, This persistence has been shown in a very 
remarkable form in the history of the expedition to Mexico, 
and ina degree which is, we think, almost exceptional in 
the Emperor's reign. Almost from the very first, certainly 
from the time when the joint enterprise of the three Powers 
gave place to his single movement, he has avowed the design, 
now upon the point of completion, to give to Mexico 4 
new Government not French, but stable, firm, and 
calculated to ensure, so far as is possible, some balance 
of power upon the American continent. Every step im 
the process presented new difficulties, and every difficulty 
as it appeared has been quietly but persistently sur 
mounted. The invasion proved a much greater undertaking 
than had been expected, from the absence of any party openly 
favourable, but a delay of twelve months made no difference 
in the Emperor’s plans. Quietly the army of Mexico was 
increased to 40,000 men, a new general was discovered, Puebla 
was stormed, Mexico entered, and the remains of the native foree 
hunted into the wilds. Then a new obstacle arose. The 
ecclesiastics who had supported the invasion found that they 
would not be allowed to recover all the secularised lands, and 
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jaced themselves in an attitude of almost open hostility. | 


Napoleon faced the thunders of the Church, removed the 
Ultramontane judges, and by supporting the ordinary civil law, 
quieted the rising fears of the Mexican propertied class. 
Then the townspeople of France, always distrustful of the 
expedition, sent up deputies to oppose it, but the Emperor, un- 
moved by the opposition, carried his votes for the necessary 
expenditure, refused to withdraw the army, and calmly com- 
Jeted the arrangements for settling his nominee on the throne. 
Then difficulties arose with that nominee. The Archduke, con- 
fident in his rank, and full of those fixed ideas of government 
which seem to exist in royal families, as ideas about business ex- 
jst in some of our mercantile houses, demanded the chief com- 
mand of all forces within his own dominion. To place an 
Austrian in command of a French army was impossible, and 
there was no native one ; but the Emperor met that objection. 
There has existed for many years in France a legion called 
the foreign legion, which is not French, but is as useful as 
any French corps; and this the Archduke could command. This 
was placed at his disposal; the French, attracted by adventure, 
soon filled up its numbers, and a force able to replace the French 
army, yet not strictly French, has already been formed. This 
army was not quite sufficient, and Mexicans have still to be 
conciliated ; but there is a native population in Mexico, which, 
if well paid and subject to stringent dicipline, fights remark- 
ably well. Already therefore a French officer has been de- 
spatched to Mexico with orders to form sepoy regiments under 
French officers, an idea which may revolutionise all Mexican 
\internal arrangements. Finally, there remained the grand 
| modern ditliculty, theestablishment of acivilised finance. Mexico 
with a small revenue has a considerable débt, owes a large sum 
|to English bondholders, a small sum to French bondholders, 
and a large sum again to the'French Government, about thirty 
millions in all. The Archduke being an Archduke as well as 
anew Emperor, could not repudiate this debt, Mexico could 
inot pay it at once, and the French Legislature would not 
'grant a guarantee. The obstacle seemed insuperable, but it 
|has been overcome. We do not quite believe the detailed 
| statements circulated, which have a stock-jobbing smell about 
| them, but we are disposed to believe that the Emperor has in- 
duced some capitalists -to offer considerable sums on Mexican 
| security, sums large enough to relieve the French Treasury in 
| Mexico,to providesome kind of composition withthe bondholders, 
,and to allow-the new Government time to organise taxation. 
|The Archduke, therefore, it is understood, accepts the Empire 
|which the Mexican provinces have agreed, partly in hope, 
|partly under compulsion, to. offer him, and is now making a 
| final tour of leave-taking among the crowned heads interested 
in the question. The probability is very great that he will 
reach Mexico, will ascend the throne, and will commence in 
peace the task of reorganising a very extensive, very rich, but 
thinly-populated State. 

The greatest difficulty of all, the probable opposition of the 
United States, remains to be surmounted ; but apart from that 
which is still future, and which if delayed very long may be 
offensive to Europe, let us see what the Emperor has accom- 
plished. If a very immoral, it is still a very great feat. He 
has in less than two years invaded a very great State three 
thousand miles distant from his base, and occupied by at least 
seven millions of inhabitants. He has conquered that State 
so completely, that whatever the secret disposition of the 
people, they have ceased to offer any overt military resistance 
to his officers. He has moreover induced them, or compelled 
them, to revolutionise their internal Government, and adopt one 
which he thinks better suited to their necessities, to exchange 
a Federation for an Empire, a Republic for a Monarchy. He 
has persuaded them, further, to elect as monarch a Prince of 
4 European house,—a man of the class which is most unpo- 
pular in colonies, but which seems to have an almost magical 
power of compressing society into defined and stable forms. 
He has extricated his new dependency from crushing pecuniary 
embarrassments, and given it time to reorganise its financial 
administration, so as to secure some credit and stability in the 
future. He has provided the new monarch with an army 
strong enough for immediate ends, capable of very great deve- 
lopment, and capable, also, of becoming by degrees strictly 
national. And he has so managed that, if his new organisa- 
tion can but subsist for ten years, France will be repaid all 
her expenditure of money, and, in return for her expenditure 
of lives, will have beyond the Atlantic a dependant empire, in 
which Frenchmen will be the favoured colonists, yet which 





will not burden the fleets or the armies or the resources 
of France. Should the experiment succeed, and the new 
Government consolidate itself,—which is quite possible,— 
a very large and very rich tract of the world will 
have been rescued from anarchy, and added to the domain of 
civilisation ; it will be possible for commerce to open most 
valuable mines now closed, to cultivate products greatly re- 
quired and unprocurable elsewhere, and to setile the surplus 
population of Europe on new and very grateful fields, The 
permanent reorganisation of Mexico would be an addition to 
the world’s resources, almost as great as if the country had been 
newly created, and it is nothing less than this which now seems 
possible. The effort may still fail, but merely to have made 
such a result possible is a very great feat, one which required 
great qualities, clear statesmanship, a persistence such as is 
rarely discovered even in the few persons in history who have 
visibly helped to found. 


We have said success is possible, for, in truth, the only 
great danger now is the armed interference of the United 
States. If that can be prevented the new Emperor has a 
tolerably clear field before him. He will from his arrival 
have one army too strong for overt resistance, and another 
army numerous enough to guard roads and out-lying cities and 
maintain general order. General order is all that is essential in 
Mexico to decent financial security, The country, if it had 
but a little time, is really very rich, its debts are not very 
very heavy, and the people are accustomed to some forms of 
European taxation. There is a class in the country with 
considerable capital, and though wanting in rivers Mexico 
can be traversed as well as the Union, with lines of cheap 
railway communication. The ports though few, are fairly good, 
and their fewness increases the ease with which customs can 
be levied. There is room for almost any number of European 
settlers, who will find an excellent climate, and may if they 
like possess themselves of a carrying trade across the continent, 
for Mexico has two seaboards upon the two greatest oceans. 
Above all there is a population which, though belonging to a 
somewhat low race, displays some high qualities, is nominally 
Christian, is innately obedient to guidance, and is, when 
justly paid, very industrious. There seems no reason, 
apart from foreign interference, why a Hapsburg, start- 
ing with such advantages, should not reduce such a popula- 
tion much into the position of Austrians—quiet, and not 
enterprising, but industrious, comfortable, and devoted to the 
ruling house. If he can do this, and prevent foreign war, 
Mexico may date a new career from the French invasion, and 
look back, as we do, with national pleasure to a conquest 
originally undertaken in defiance of many of the first prin- 
ciples of political morality. 
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AGRICULTURAL NOTES AND PROSPECTS. 


Tue past week has been dry and genial, ard the soil, which during 
the previous ten days had been rendered unusually wet, has now 
got into excellent condition for spriog sowing. Such heavy rains, 
or such cold frost and snow as occurred in the week precediog the 
past week, have been seldom felt in the month of March, especially 
after two such severe months as January and February of the 
present year have proved. Although work on the arable land has 
been retarded, and oats and barley must in ail districts be sown 
later than is desirable in ordinary seasons, there can be no doubt 
that the heavy soaking rains will prove beneficial, more particularly 
on the grass land. Indeed, the short crop of grass last year must 
be attributed quite as much to the absence of any realiy heavy 
rain duriog the previous twelve months as to the dry weather we 
experienced during the spring months. For a long time we have 
had periods of frequent rains, so much so as to retard work and 
interfere with getting in the crops, yet, speaking chiefly in 
reference to the high land South of ‘l'rent, we have not had any 
thorough rains such as penetrate well into the ground and force 
good currents through the drains of the stronger soils. Even the 
arable iand is improved by occasional heavy rains, and works 
better after them, far more so than under constantly recurring 
rain sufficient to stop work and yet to force no great amount of 
moisture into or rather through the soil. ‘The present heavy rain, 
too, will render the wheat ground firm, and counteract any injury 
which might have arisen from the constant alternations of frost 
and thaw which prevailed during January and February. Cer- 
| tainly the wheat plant seldom looked better, strong and of good 
| colour, without too great luxuriance. Such at least is generally 

the cave in the home counties. 

Before the rough weather which commenced about the 5th 
instant, some beans were planted. In the Bedfordshire report of 
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the Mark Lane Express, under date of the 4th of March, the 
reporter says: ‘Field operations during the past month have 
been rapidly proceeded with, and never do we remember seeing 
the land work so beautifully. Beans and peas have been largely 
planted, and, in many instances, barley has been got in on the 
clay tilths. The wheat plant is generally looking well,” no 
failures being reported in that county save where the crops are 
injured by game and rabbits. Good accounts are given of the 
lambing, and the local flocks are generally in a healthy state. 

In Berkshire the weather was damp and foggy, and on the 
3rd of March, though little rain-had fallen, the land was ‘“‘ wet and 
sticky, and scarcely any progress had been made towards getting 
in the spring crops; and where it had been tried the result has 
been unsatisfactory. Much of the land is ready for sowing, and 
drying March winds would now be acceptable, as the season is ad- 
vancing for getting in peas and beans. Wheat plants are 
generally good.” Turnips and swedes had been injured by the 
frost, but tares, rye-grass, and Italian clover, look well. Other 
elover and artificial grasses are but indifferent. Swedes are said 
not to stand the frost so well as formerly, which is by some 
attributed to the action of artificial manures; and that is not im- 
probable, as the roots are grown more rapidly by means of such 
manures than when the yard manure formed the farmers’ only 
reliance for roots. 

In East Kent, on the 5th of March the autumn wheats were looking 
well, but the breadth sown in this district is said to be considerably 
less than usual. Labour was in demand in the hop grounds, and pau- 
perism in the Unions of East Kent was less by from 15 to 25 per cent. 
than for the last seven or eight years. This is a good sign, and 
we do not doubt that when the farmers have completely adjusted 
their arrangements to a moderate scale of prices for grain, they 
will also become prosperous. Though the yield of corn is known 
to have been iarge in East Kent, there has been less brought to 
the leading markets than usual. This indicates considerable 
strength on the part of farmers, who hold back their corn in the 
expectation of higher prices. Some farmers are feeding their 
stock with potatoes, in preference to seliing them at present prices. 


In the Weald of Kent, the land was on the 5th of March in 
good tilth, but roots and fodder were getting short. Stock is 
very dear. 

In the North Riding of Yorkshire, on the 10th of March 
winter still lingered, snow prevailed, and dry weather was 
anxiously looked for. Few beans and no oats had been sown. 
Fat cattle and sheep sell high, and of store stock the prices 
demanded were also very high, though at Darlington fair much 
stock remained unsold. There are great complaints as to 
the low price of wheat, and it is said “‘unless a change in this 
respect occurs at no distant date, many of our farmers on the cold 
clays must inevitably succumb to the adverse times.” 

In South Lincolnshire, where the farmers generally are active, 
they “‘ have succeeded in getting in most favourably large breadths 
of spring corn. The great fault of the land was that it was too 
dry.” Some increase in the breadth of barley this year was here 
expected, but this is attributed to the low price of oats rather 
than any expectation of practical results from the public talk we 
have heard about the malt tax. 

That topic, however, was used in Hertfordshire at the recent 
election against the Liberal party, and it seems certain that in the 
minds of some farmers there is a rankling feeling against those who 
have given the country the many advantages of free trade. 


It seems to be certain that if the malt tax were repealed to- 
morrow, the rise in price of barley some of the farmers antici- 
pate as the result would not occur. Barley is now exclusively 
malted, because being the best grain for that purpose under a 
high duty it is exclusively made into malt. But if the tax were 
repealed, wheat, rye, and inferior barley would be malted, instead 
of the best barley exclusively. A large maltster tells us of a 
significant fact. Before the alteration of the law enabling dis- 
tillers to use any grain for their business, he was in the habit of 
malting barley in great quantities for an extensive distiller, but 
since the al'eration of the duty, the same distiller has had nothing 
but rye malted. 


Having met lately with one or two indications that farmers of a 
certain sort are led by low prices and ignorance to cast a lingering 
look back at the promises—for there were no performances in the 
farmers’ sense—of protection, it may be useful as well as curious 
to notice an incidental mention of what may be called the dark 
age of English husbandry. We find a history of the Killerby herd 
of Shorthorns appearing in the Mark Lane Express. The Corn 
Law was passed, it will be remembered, about 1815, and it is 
mentioned in the history we refer to, that in 1819 Mr T. Booth 
removed from Kille:by to Warlaby on the occasion of his son’s 
marriage, who was left at the former piace, and mention is made 
of particular portions of the Shorthorn herd which were taken to 
Warlaby, and of others which remained at Killerby. The 
writer adds: “ From this period [1819] down to the year 1835, 
when Mr R. Booth succeeded to his father’s herd at Warlaby, 
there is comparatively little known of the two herds. The times 
were unpropitious for the Shorthorn, The spirit of improvement 
which the example of tbe Collings had evoked only partially sur- 
vived. There was a general depression in ull agricultural produce, 
and consequently but little demand for animals, the purchase of 
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which appeared to partake so much of speculation.” 
was not then fashionable. ‘In some districts, a gentlemar almost | 
lost caste by devoting himself to such ignoble pursuits [as the | 
breeding of cattle], and was sarcastically dubbed by his com. | 
panions in the pink ‘ cow seratcher.’” The Killerby herd, how. | 
ever, retained throughout this dark agricultural age a high char. 
acter. Now it is curious to observe that it was shown before the 
Agricultural Distress Committee of 1836, that the farmer who would 
thrive must not depend on corn alone, but must look to stock for 
profit in combination with grain, and that that Committee virtug)} 
destroyed the Corn Laws. Then we see the great berd of the books 
began to emerge from the shadow of the times, to become after.

Paris, Thursday, 

Statements have been positively made on the Bourse and re. 
peated in the newspapers, that Messrs Rothschild, of Paris, have 
contracted to take from the Italian Government the 8,000,000/ 
sterling which remain of the loan it is authorised to issue, and to 
buy from it the State railways for another sum of 8,000,000/. 
But I have good reason to believe that nothing has yet been settled 
on either matter. 

It had been expected that the Council of State would this day, 
without fail, pass the statutes of the new Societe Generale 
favoriser le Commerce et I’Industrie (the new Credit Mobilier), 
which statutes have for some time been pending before it, and 
have in their main features obtained, I understand, the approba 
tion ot the Council of Ministers. But the Council of State, having 
other matters to dispose of, could not take up the affair to-day ; 
and has accordingly postponed it to Saturday. That the statutes 
will pass the Council, no doubt whatever is entertained. The 
capital of the new institution is to be 120,000,000f, in 24,000 shares 
of 500f each. All shares are, I believe, to beissued at once, but 
for the present only one-half of the amount is to be paid up. — 

In order to encourage the use of cheques, the Credit Industriel 
Bank is about to establish branches in different parts of Paris, 
for receiving deposits of traders, distributing cheque books and pay- 
ing cheques. It is also about to introduce the system of crossed 
cheques, which at present are unknown here. . 

The Bourse has been much firmer during the week, and there is 
a marked improvement in quotations, as will be seen from the 
following table.

class. Before recommending this revolution in the sugar duties, 
the French Government caused the Superior Council of Commerce 
to make a searching'inquiry into the best mode of fixing the — 
and the Council, in order to discharge its task properly, examin mt 
practical men, and representatives of all the interests which direct y 
or indirectly are affected by those duties. The upshot of the im 
vestigation was this:—A single duty was defended—1, because sew 
other articles, particularly in wine, the tax 1s imposed on ww y 
without reference to quality, though, as in the case of — .

igstance, so as to render recourse to refiners unnecessary ; whereas 
establishment of classes checks improvement, and is thereby 
‘ndicial both to producers and consumers. The arguments in 
sour of classification were to this effect:—1. If in wine and cer- 
tain other articles no account be taken of quality, it is not because 
it is undesirable so to do, but because it is not possible, the differ- 
ence of quality being an arbitrary appreciation,—in wines, for 
example, depending on flavour and bouquet, which are not precisely 
the same to any two men ;—that where it is possible to fix the 
uality, that is done,—as in the case of alcohols. 2. That what is 
fil taxable in sugar is sugar, and that consequently it would 
pot be right to put the same duty on raw sugar containing 85 to 
$6 per cent. of saccharine matter as on that which contains 95 to 
99, 3. As regards the complaint that classification cannot be 
made with precise exactness,—it is admitted to be well founded ; 
bat the auswer is that the best system science has yet discovered 
is employed, and that it is more just than would be the system of 
asingle duty on sugar. 4. It is an error to suppose that the sole 
or even the principal thing to be sought in the making of sugar is 
to render it as good as possible at once: progress can be accom- 
ished in other forms, especially by the increase of establish- 
mentsin which raw sugar of low quality can be produced at a 
cheaper rate, and sent to refiners to be refined. 5. The Govern- 
ment, in fixing a tax, should have regard only to the re- 
sources it will produce, and should not so frame it as to 
favour one branch of industry at the expense of another. 
6. If a single duty be adopted, the low sugars of Brazil and 
Manilla would not arrive in France, which would be a loss to 
shipping and refiners; and moreover, as England and the United 
States, which are enormous consumers of sugar, maintain the classi- 
fication system, France must continue to do the same, under pain 
of not getting her fair share of the great trade in sugar. Such in 
substance are the reasons for and against a single duty on sugar : 
and on weighing them carefully the French Government has come 
\to the conclusion that the objections against a single duty are 
stronger than the reasons for one. Its conclusion cannot fail to 
strengthen the position taken up by the partisans of classification 
| duties in England. 
It is right, however, to remark, that it is only in support of the 
iprinciple of classification that the example of the French Govern- 
|ment can be cited with satisfaction in England. The system of 
| classification which it has adopted would no doubt be considered 
\objectionable there, as it is not only not in accord with that of 
|England, but differs from that which was recommended by an 
| International Commission, convoked on its instigation, and con- 
|sisting of delegates of England, France, Holland, and Belgium. 
| What the Government proposes is three classes of raw—1l, below 
No. 13; 2, from No. 13 to No. 20; 3, above No. 20—the precise 
|saecharine force of the type representing No. 13 to be fixed here- 
|| after. Various objections were made to these classes; and in 
|addition the Bill is opposed by shipowners and colonists, because 
they think it would do them injury, and is also objected to on 
jcertain grounds by refiners, and even by beetroot producers, 
|though it makes to the latter a concession so great that at one 
time they would not have dared to hope for it—the grant of 
|drawback to beetroot sugar exported. 
| Inconnection with the sugar question, it may be stated that 
|Some persons in this country maintain that the best way of taxing 
|Sugar would be to put the tax not on the raw article, but on that 
which is refined, or partially refined, for consumption. An emi- 
hent economist, M. Andre Cochut, whose name is familiar to most 
|of your readers, has adopted the doctrine, and has defended it with 
/much power in the Temps. ‘+ Do you wish,” he says in that 
|journal, ‘‘to arrive at a stable and secure system of legislation ? 
0 do that, you must break off resolutely with the old system, 
| Which is no longer suitable to the present state of the sugar indus- 
try; and you must take as the basis of the tax not the raw matter, 
ut the finished merchandise, or at least’ that which is 
carried to the point at which it enters into consumption.” M. 
Cochut shows how this can be done, and gives reasons why it 
should be done, one of them being that wine does not pay duty 
until it is delivered for consumption, and that sugar might be 
treated in the same way. But he has in view chiefly beetroot 
sugar, and what is applicable to beetroot would perhaps present 
Practical difficulties of a grave kind for colonial or foreign.

The Government has presented to the Corps Legislatif a Bill 
relative to cheques. You were informed some time back that the 
Minister of Finance was preparing such a measure. The Govern- 
ment has also submitted to the Council of State a Bill for making 
modifications, in a liberal spirit, in the law relative to companies 
of limited liability. The Bill also proposes to do away with the 
control of the Government over what are called anonymous com- 
panies, and to permit the transformation of such companies into 
ordinary limited liability associations. In a word it tends to make 
the legislation in France relative to companies nearly the same as 
in England. As the law stands, the anonymous companies are 
placed under the surveillance of the Minister of Finance, and are 
bound to present him, at stated periods, with detailed accounts of 
their situation. This casts on the Minister a certain responsibility 
in the eyes of the public for the proper management of those com- 
panies. But as it is impossible for a Minister to watch the 
operations of commercial enterprises, or to know whether or not 
the reports thereon presented to him are correet, it is right that 
he should be freed from all moral responsibility respecting them.

According to an official return, the quantity of pure alcohol

In the corresponding week of 1854 the French Government 
Joan of 10,000,0002 had been offered to the public in 44 per 
Cents. at 92.50, and the 3 per Cents. at 65.25. The Queen 
and the Royal Family had inspected the fleet at Spithead. 
An official statement in reference to the position Prussia had 
assumed in the Eastern question had been published. News 
had been received confirming previous accounts of an insurrec- 
tion in Thessaly. The stock of bullion at the Bank of 
England continued to decrease. 


In 1861, the Bank rate of discount had been reduced from 
8 to7 per cent. The terms of the Bank of France had been 
further lowered to 5 per cent. An announcement had been 
made that the French occupation of Syria would be extended 
till the month of June. President Lincoln had delivered his 
inaugural message. The Confederate forces were threatening 
Fort Sumier. 

In 1862, gold was freely entering the Bank, and money con- 
tinued easy at 2} per cent. The proximate introduction of 
Turkish, Russian, and Egyptian loans was expected. Notices 
had been issued by the Indian Secretariat of the reduction of 
interest on India bonds from 44 to 4 per cent. 

In 1863, the demonstrations of sympathy with Poland, and 
the debates in the French Senate on the subject of the insur- 
rection in that country, were attracting attention. In London, 
money was easy, and an Italian loan for 39,500,000/ stock, or 
28,000,000/ sterling, had been advertised in Paris, London, 
and Turin. A loan for the Confederate States of America had 
been issued. The amount was 3,000,000/ stock at 90, and 7 
per cent. per annum interest. 


The amount of the ‘“ other” deposits, as compared with 





the “other” securities, showed, in 1854, a deficiency of 
3,207,512/; in 186i, a deficiency of 8,255,045/; in 1862, 
a deficiency of 4,298,900/; and in 1863, a deficiency of 
7,188,4941, In 1864, the deficiency is 7,551,780. 

Discount and Money Marxer.—The large arrivals of 
gold and specie by the Australian ships and by the West 
India mail have influenced prospectively a money market 
already tending towards lower rates. In spite of the sus- 
tained mercantile demand, the large sums accumulating in 
the shape of deposits or calls on the shares cf the numerous 
new Companies formed and in process of formation, depress 
rates. Money is abundant, and paper of best quality is 
readily taken at 2 per cent. below the Bank rate.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHE 

Although the supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, 
to-day, was very small, the trade for all qualities was in a most 
sluggish state, and to have forced sales factors would have been 
compelled to accept 1s per quarter less money than on Monday. 
Foreign wheat was very inactive, and the value of spring corn 
had a downward tendency. With English, Scotch, and Irish 
oats, as well as with home-grown barley, veans, and peas, the 
market was well supplied. Flour moved off slowly, at late rates. 
This week's imports amount to 1,330 quarters of wheat, 750 
barley, 17,260 oats, 50 sacks, and 2,240 barrels of flour. 

The Liverpool corn trade was quiet, to-day, without variation 
in prices from Tuesday last. 

At Alexandria, during the week ending March 4, the corn 
trade was very inactive, and scarcely any business was doing for 
export, owing to the small supplies on offer. Saide beans were 
quoted at 29s per quarter, and cotton seed sold at 6/ 7s 6d to 
61 15s 6d per ton, free on board. 

Since the begining of the week the Liverpool cotton market 
has been brisk, and prices have been gradually improving. The 
total sales amount to 76,000 bales (again much larger than was 
to be expected from the daily reports), of which speculators have 
taken 15,000 bales, exporters 11,000 bales, and the trade 50,000 
bales. Quotations for America and Surats are 3d, lower de- 
scriptions 1d, and Scinde and Bengal 14d, and for Egyptians 14d 
higher. ‘To-day’s market is again very animated, and the sales 
reach 12,000 bales at the extreme rates of the week. 

The Calcutta cotton trade, for the fortnight ending February 
8, ruled active, and a considerable business was done, at an 
advance of 2 to 3 rupees per maund. Moderate supplies of 
produce had been on offer, and the arrivals were expected to 
continue on a fair average scale. New Bengal was quoted at 39r 
to 42r 8a per maund. We extract the following table of exports

At the public sales of tea held during the week, no change has 
taken place in prices, and the biddings have, on the whole, ruled 
steady. Last week, duty was paid on 1,014,449 lbs, and the ex. 
port for the week ending March 10, amounted to 285,642 lbs, 
We learn from the leading Chinese ports, that the high price of 
money was the cause of restricting operations in the article, but 
that no change had taken place in the quotations ; indeed, the 
value of green teas was well supported. ‘The exports stood thus;

Refined sugar is somewhat dearer, and new 
plantation Ceylon coffee has commanded rather more money, 
Cocoa has sold steadily, at extreme rates. Rice and all kinds of 
dry fruit are a slow sale, on former terms. Rum is dull, and 
drooping in value ; but brandy, although in very moderate request, 
supports last week’s currency. 

Letters from Colombo, dated the 17th ult., state that the arrivals 
of plantation coffee had been considerable, and that prices ruled 
somewhat easier, viz., from 12s 9d to 13s per bushel. Native 
produce, however, was firm, unpicked having realised 48s ; picked 
and dried, 533 per cwt.

An increated business having been transacted in cotton, the 
manufacturing districts have ruled somewhat firm, and the quota- 
tions have been well supported. The demand for ‘ron and coals 
has been moderately active. : 

MancuHester, March 17.—At the close of last week, the great 
depression which existed, and ihe anxiety to sell, induced some 
buyers to come forward and effect purchases at the low rates, 
This week, an accumulation of orders from numerous petty 
sources, which had been heid back in expectation of the lowest 
point of the fall, was brought upon the market, and prices have 
rallied toa firmer basis. ‘The nominal rates of last week are now 
freely practicable in cloths; in yarns, $d to 1d per lb has been 
gained. Printing cloths, chiefly of the 34-inch width, have been 
taken pretty largely ; T’cloths and shirtings probably in the next 
degree. The lighter India goods have not been very much moved ; 
as a rule, not many orders for India proper have been given out, 
advices per telegram being hourly expected. In yarns, one 
standard India quality is now engaged to the beginning of May, 
and must have been sold to a fair extent. Manufacturers, having 
allowed their stocks of yarn to run down, have been obliged to 
pay what was required for present wents, but have not extended 
much beyond, finding that cloths are only saleable for ready 


delivery.

Although only limited supplies of home-grown wheat have | 
been received up to our market this week, coastwise and by land- 
carriage, the demand for all kinds has ruled somewhat 
heavy, and the quotations have been with difficulty sup- 
In foreign wheat, the imports of which have been 
limited, very little has been passing, and the value of inferior 
qualities has been almost nominal. ‘There has been a fair inquiry 
for malting barley, at quite previous rates; but grinding and dis- 
tilling sorts have moved off heavily on former terms. Oats have 
continued in full average supply and moderate request, on rather 
lower terms. Both beans and peas declined 6d to 1s per quarter, || 
with a heavy demand, The inquiry for both English and foreign 


supported. 

The various local markets have been somewhat heavily supplied 
with wheat, for which the inquiry has ruled inactive, at about 
stationary prices. The transactions in spring corn have been 
much restricted, and, in some instances, the quotations have had 
a drooping tendency. The new crops continue to yield largely, 
and the stocks of produce in the hands of our farmers are very 
extensive for the time of year. 

Advices from most parts of the Continent state that wheat has 
sold at iull quotations, with a moderate inquiry. Most other 
articles have commanded a fair amount of attention. Letters 
from New York state that the inquiry for breadstuffs was some- 
what heavy. The supplies on offer were rather extensive. 

In Scotland wheat has ruled about stationary; but ail other 
articles have sold heavily, at barely late rates. 

‘The Irish markets have been in a most inactive state. In 
prices, however, no change of importance has taken place. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the wheat: trade was very dull, and 
business could only be transacted by factors submitting to further 
reduced rates. All descriptions of spring corn sold heavily, and 
prices had a drooping tendency. In flour, sales progressed slowly, 
on former terms. 

Mr George Dornbusall reports the arrival off coast of 15 cargoes 
of grain—viz., 9 wheat, 2 maive, and 4 cotton seed. The demand 
for wheat for forward shipments has continned steady, at full 
prices.
